gles Am the Classe 


Judging from the number of dinputes 
of one kind and another in which Pro- 
feenor Blackie was engaged during hiv 
life, 1€ must be admitted that he had 
@ large share of pugnacity in his com 
porition, and a curious Instance of it 
te given In this so ount tien: 
nelf. “Asa boy," hi I was alwaye 
antagoniatio to wohool Nehts ; pugiliam 
had no fascination for me. 1 well re 
member a lad, over some small squab 
ble, eaying to me, "Will you fight me ? 
‘No, I replied, ‘but I will knock you 
down,’ and Immediately did tt, amid 


ereat applause.” This mot of nom 
fighting was rather characteriatle of 
him throughout life, 1 iid not care 


for squabbling about anything, but 
Always “let out straight) from the 
shoulder 

Diwckle, it may be noted, through- 
out life waa a lover of active exorcise 
Tle boasted that he he 
all the ble Hills of Scotland, going ou 
for what he called a “#ingle shirt walk,” 
end staying out until apparently he 
wanted a change of linen, and he al- 
Ways preached to students the ne 
of cultivating the body quite aa much 
aa the mind, 

To o writer in ‘The Strand Magasine 
he sald: The Highlanders wanted a 
Celtic chatr of Mterature, and I was

THE KINETOPHONE. 


Edison's Life-Size Figures, 
Accompaniment 


With Veeal 


The kinetophone Is the name declded 
upon by Thomas A, Edison for his lat- 
eat contrivance, It Ia a combination 
of the well-known kine pe and the 
phonograph, and it gives sound as well 
as action. The new machine resembles 
the kinetoscope closely, with the ad- 
dition of rubber tubes and ear pleces, 
by means of which the voices of the 
subjects shown may be heard. 

The matter of combining the two ma- 
chines was, according to Mr, Edison, 
very almple, the only obstacle being to 
ket them to work in perfect accord, 
That ia, the kinetoscope and phono- 
graph had to be started at exactly 
tho same time, or the action and sound 
would not come in together. The mae 
chine in its present state is small and 
the pictures produced are only the 
ordinary small ones of the kinetoacope. 
The problem that Mr. Edison has now 
set out to solve Is the production of Iifo~ 
size figures, and he says he will have 
the machine in working order In threa 
months, 

Tis Idea is to throw the life-size ple- 
tures of the kinetoscope upon sheets 
ly means of the atereopticon, and to 
produce the de through trumpets 
ninched to the nograph. In expe 
menting for the production of life 
picturea many obstacles have been en 
countered, Th machine Tequires « 
larger film ond & me swerful light, 
and the pletures produced must be N 
less, In the small machinos slight flaws 
are not notloeable, but when these plo- 
tures are magnified 600 times to make 
them life-size, the deviation of a hat 
breadth will amount to an inch when 
shown on the sheet. ‘The slightest way- 
er will spoll the pleture. 

Mr. Edison Is enthuslastle over tho 
kinetophone, and says he will be able to 
produce grand opera with it, besides 
many other things. ‘In fact,” he sald, 
“the Meld of usefulness of the kineto- 
phone is without Imit."—New York 
Sun. 4 


Economical Water Handling. 


‘There ts now In use at the Crystal 
Falla mine, on the Menominee range, 
Michigan, a ney system of handling the 
water, which ts sald to reduce the pump- 
ing cost by about 60 per cent. A baller 
of the square pattern is employed to 
run down a shaft, and the bottom of 
thin shaft being the lowest point in 
the mine, a sump has been sunk, into 
which flows the large volume of water, 
Tuto this sump the baller plunges, bring= 
ing 600 gallons to the surface at In- 
torvals of 2 1-2 minutes. The water is 
discharged automatically up at the sur- 
face into a chute, from whence It 
is conducted by ducts to a point In tho 
valley several hundred feet below, 
where no portion of it can subsequently 
find its way back Into the workings, 
The baller is supplied with a balance, 
fo linear casting weighing 1,200 pounds, 
which exerts the same iofluence upon 
the holating of the burden of water as 
does the old fashioned sweep and 
welght well attachment, reducing to 
minimum the energy required In hoist- 
ing the water. 

Ireland's Peat Bogs. 

The peat bogs of Great Britain and 
Ireland are estimated at 6,000,000 ncres, 
having an average depth of 12 feet, and 
being capable of ylelding 3,500 tons of 
ried peat per acre, In Ireland there 
are 2,830,000 acres, or nearly one-sevent 
of the entire area of the island, 
than half of the Irish peat {s of the best 
quality, and, reckoning at one-sixth 
the value of coal, the total supply in Ire- 
| land {s thought to be equivalent to 4 
000,000 tons of coal.

tricity, and applied to many industries 
—especially those of manufacturing 
yarlous possible products from the peat 
itself In factories near the bogs.

From 1700 to 1750 the death rate in 
London was so high that the popilation 
stagnated, Ip tie former year the tn- 
habitants numbered 695,200 and in the 
Jatter yeur 653,900, During this period the 
deaths were in the ratioof about one per 
thirty persons living, By 1801 the popula. 
tloo bad crept up to777,000and the deaths 
had fallen t© one in forty-one persons 
living, This great improvement in the 
state of public health in London was 
not, except to a trifling extent the 
result of sanitary legislation, Peo- 
ple were becoming more — enlight- 
ened on many tmutters affecting their

Man and woman differ not in degree 
but In kind, It fs as absurd to claim 
that man as a whole fs superior to wo- 
man a8 to claim the reverse, On what 
grounds can we go ? Take that usually 
selected by the opponents—intellectual 
capacity.

No one in his senses would 
assert it, and its opposite fs not affirm- 
ed even by the most ardent “woman- 
ite" Tf we regard not the exceptions 
but the mass, what do we find ? The or 
dinary man declares the woman to he 
deyold of business faculty, power of 
concentration and judgment; she retorts 
he Is dull, lacking in Imagination, un- 
observant. They are probably both 
‘ight. Bue te is because thelr brains 
are differently constituted or because 
beth wre strong In the faculties which 
have been brought forward ?

book-keeper of a lurgq wholesale con- 
cern. The young mien who chooses 
electrical engineering o# a profession 
must be to work hard and 
long, and for wages that would ordinar- 


prepared 


ily be considered Inadequate for the 
work done. If he loves engineering for 
its own sake, there Ix na good a fleld 
in the electrical as in any branch of it 
but the {dew that there are positions 
with large salaries attached waiting 
to be filled by him i# a mistake. There 
are but a few high salaried positions at 
best, and they are oceupled by men 
who have large experience and solld 
influence With the capitalists back of 


the company. The young electrical en- 
gineer will be obliged to spend at lenat 
in preparations before he can 
earn enough to barely pay his expenses, 
and nearly all this time he will be pay- 
ing out money instend of earning It. 
The young engineer usually has to atart 
business for himself with very limited 
capital, if any, and hae to accept a 
subordinate postition with some com- 
pany. Here his best {dcas, as well as his 
best work, are glyen almost entirely 
for the benefit of his employer, and he 
has to suffer for his faflures as if he 
were working for himself. Mr, Ford 
milintains that the demand in electri- 
clty af the present time is not for 
educated electricians, but for educated 
cnpitalists, who ean understand that 
in the Jong run it will pay them far 
better to secure the services of capable 
ofiicers, who know why things should 
he done, and who will look after eco- 
nomy In the output, than to hire cheap 
and frresponsible men, who waste more 
than the salary of a godd‘man tn tn- 
efficlent methods of working. Mr Ford 
thinks It is only when capital has been 
so edugated that the relation between 
work done and pay received by the elec- 
trical engineer will compare fayorably 
with that of the lawyer, the doctor, the 
writer and the merchant. 


At the Hank ef England, 


‘The elte of the Bank of England bears 
an estimated annual walue of £70,000. 
Thix sum, if capitalized at 2 per cent., 
Would represent a gross value of £2,100, 
oo, Estimating the buildings, valute, 
printing, and weighing machines, etc, 
Mt £400,000 more, It will be seen that 
the “plant” of the bank must be worth 
over $12,000,000, Add to this the aver- 
‘age amount of bullion, coln, securities, 
and unissued notes usually held, and 
you have the gigantic sum of £120,000,000 
sterling, or $600,000,000, al] heaped on a 
space of less than four acres. Nowhere 
else In the world Is there such an ag- 
gregation of actual and potential wealth 
within so smal an area,

hist @rhounted to 4.300, the chief ac- 
countant and the secretary receiving 
£250 each.

THE VANDERBILT MANSION, 


A Palatial Abode in New York for the 
Many-Millionalre, 

There will be many guesses, says the 
New York Critic, as to the amount of 
money that has gone to the making of 
Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt's city house, 
which has just been doubled or trebled 
in size; but close though some of these 
guesses may be, the exact figures will 
never be disclosed, It is enough to 
know—if anything needs to be known— 
that many a man correctly rated as 4 
niillionaire would find himself impover- 
ished, if obliged to pay the expense its 
enlargement has involved. What makes 
the building of interest to New-Yorkers 
is not its cost, but its merit from an 
architectural point of view, It might 
be (as it actually is) the largest dwell- 
ing-house occupied by a single family 
in the City of New York, without 
justifying the reproduction in 
these columes of the picture which ap- 
eared in a recent issue of The New 
fork Times. Being so large and so con-

A® the plant begins to yletdt tte jutoe 
only when the flower stalk ts rendy to 
pring up, it behooves the Unchquero 
to be able to detect the first sign of 
such an event. It f* sald that the radi- 
eal leaves, which until that time have 
Ipclined toward the earth, rise suddenly 
and try to unite In an effort to cover 
the flower spike which is on the eve 
of forming. The central leaves, too, 
become « clearer green, When he dis- 
covers these signs he takes the cen- 
tral leaves and the young bud jusr 
pringing Into life, cuts them out and 
then shades the bowl-shaped cavity 
thus made by drawing over some of 
the outer leaves and tying thelr points. 
He then marks the plant by cutting 
a cross on [ts Highest stalk, and in @ 
week Visits it again, The cavity ts then 
found full of sap, and the tlachquero 
prow to empty It by Inserting the 
siphon and sucking up the Julce, which 
iw then transferred to the sheepskin 
bags on the donkey's backs. 

When the flow of sap coases the mag- 

wey dies, but ae numerous small shoots 
have been cut from tt In its early stages 
and carefully #et out the plantation ts 
in that way renewed. 
A vikorous plant will yfeld about two 
allons of eap dally for two or three 
months, As the aap runs very quickly 
when It has once started tt is necessary 
to “milk” the maguey three times a 
day. The Juice is taken to the tinacal 
or barn, where pulque in made, Thin 
barn, whore earthen floor is kept 
xcrupulourly clean, f¥ filled with square 
wooden frames, on which raw hid 
stretched, hairy side up and In the 
of vats. They are called tinas, The 
julce t* poured Into the tnas, where 
it ferments in about three hours It ts 
put In barrels and taken off to be sold 
in the market placew and pulquertas. 
‘The latter are gaudy-looking shops or 
publio houses and can be found on 
almost every street corner, 

Pulgue resembles thin buttermilk and 
has a sourish taste, If taken while still 
bubbling with carbonto acid It is not 
Sn unpleasant drink to the foreigner ; 
but the Mexican likes tt best after it 
has been fermented three or four days. 
It hae then contracted the odor of pu 
trid animal matter from the sheepskin

“The inventor of phosphorus 
matches,” says The Railway Review, 
Murch 30, “le stated to have been an 
Hungarian named Janos Irtnyt, who 
Wiis in 1836 a student at the Polytechnic 
hool in Vienna, While attending the 
courne of lectures on chemistry, he was 
much Impressed by the reaction produc- 
on rubbing together peroxid of lead 
and sulphur, and was struck with the 
idea that phosphorus might be used 
with much more advantage than #ul- 
phur. For several days thereafter he 
was not to be seen ot the college, and a 
friend going to le rooms to Inquire for 
him found the door locked, and upon 
giving his name was rebuffed by the Im- 
pertinent answer from within: ‘Geh'- 
ich mach’ein erfindung’—'Go away, 
Tum making a discovery." 
When next he appeared tn public he 
jd his pockets full of matches, all of 
which Ignited when struck on the wall. 
He had prepared them by melting phoa- 
phorus in a concentrated solution of 
glue and mixing In peroxid of lead, the 
lead composition then being applied to 
slivers of wood previously dipped tn 
molten sulphur. He sold the Invention 
for about $3,500 to a merchant name 
Romer, who is often accredited with 
honor of making it, but thi« story about 
Ivinyl Is told by a college friend famt- 
Har with the facts, Irinyt himself ts 
suld to be still living In the south of 
Hungary.”

& warm juterest in the welfare of the 
militia, oud his expression of opinion 
that he would like to see all the volun 
t drilled aunually aod lees spect on 
the permanent corps evoked tremendous 
Spplause, 

The deputation strongly urged that 
city battalious be drilled this year and 
mentioned among the reasons therefor 
the following pointe: That the city 
corps fuud their drill for the purpose 
of providing for au auuual review, also 
fo purvhase bolmets, leggings, pay drill 
inetructors, support regimestal bands, 
POY &o adjutant, fitting of uuiforme, cost 
of arwories, purchase of naiforms for men 
over the authoriced gunber and 
expenses of a purely military character. 
For this year these expouses bi 
ready been largely ineuired aad it 
claimed that it would be o serious 
blow to the elficieucy uf the force under 
der theae circumstances to have the au- 
der these cireumstabces to bave the an- 
nual drill pay withheld. It waa pointed 
out also that in additivn to the amount 
derived from the auual pay the officers 
“od mon contribote largely out of their 
own pockets towarde the objects named. 

Hon. Mr. Foster, in reply, anid that 
no ohe aympathised more than Be with 
the active ilitin, He did not pretend 
to know soything pertaining to the 
mysteries of the force, but be had given 
ome atteotion to the subject generally, 
and bad come to the conclusion that 
the larger part of thd mousy which 
Causda could bestow on her military 
force should be on the setive milit 
He had conceived the idea that too a 
altogether was being spent on the per- 
manent corps, while the active militi 
was belog starved. He sympathised with 
the aserifices which the militia had 
made. He know something of them per- 
sovally. He knew with what loyalty 
and fidelity the officers kind endeavored 
to keep up their corpa, 

Mr. Poster: Continuing, said that with 
reference to the rural mill 
they were to be drilled this year, 
Government vever had any Other 
06 that point, and a supplementary rote 
would be broaght dows to provide for 
them.

LAKE SUPERIOR.

Professor Mark W. Ha 
of the Weather B 
prepared paper on * 
tures of Lake Supertor” 
ly attended meeting of th eORTap- 
hical clety, at th mos Club house 
recenlly. The paper gave an Intere: 
ing description of the lake, its are 
coast line, islands, drainage area, for- 
mation, depth, currents, chang of lev- 
els, periodic and non-periodic changes, 
temperature, precipitation, forest fires, 
storms, winds, cimate, vegetation, soll, 
fauna and commerce. Lake Supertor, 
the lecturer said, was the largest and 
deepest, not only of the great lakes, 
but of all the bodies of fresh water 
on the earth. Its total const line 1s 1,- 

miles, of which 880 miles are on the 

American side and 92 miles on the 
Canadian side. The total area, includ- 
ing bays and islands, is 22,166 square 
miles. The islands have an area of 
660 square miles, and the bay# an area 
of 1,041 square miles, leaving a total 
area of open Jake water surface of 30,- 
465 square miles. The boundary line 
over the lake between the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States 239 
miles long. Probably the next largest 
body of fresh water in the world, the 
lecturer sald, Is Victoria Nyanza, or 
Ukerewe, in Equatorial Africa, with an 
estimated area of 25,000 to $0,000 square 
miles, as against the Lake Superior's 
known surface area of 52,166 square 
miles. The combined area of the great 
lakes of the St. Lawrence is 95,275 
square miles, and a third of this ts 
formed by Lake Sperlor, The largest 
Taland in Lake Sperlor fs Isle Royal, or 
the Regal Island, The Indians have al- 
ways considered this island an evil 
spirit, and even now are loth to visit 
it, On account of the large expendi- 
tures upon It, with no adequate return, 
the Island has also proved somewhat 
of a “hoodoo” to the white people. Carl- 
bou still remain on this island and have 
become quite tame. The island is de- 
scribed as an isolated and nearly sub- 
merged mountain ridge, rising from 1! 
000 to 1,600 feet from the bottom of the 
lake, It is the only island of the kind 
in the lakes, and is only paralleled by 
isolated and volcanic Islands of the 
great oceans.—Washington Star.

She 
was and is a small woman as to stature, 
but with a good deal of that mental in- 
tonsity that made Parnell a strong man, 
capable of moving and controlling 
other strong men.

It is known tuat the 
spectrum of & celestial body which is 
rapidly approaching the earth the apec- 
troscopic lines are shifted toward the 
blue, while in the spectrum of a fast re- 
treating body the lines are shifted to- 
ward the re

uring the rate of the sun's rotation. The 
lines are shifted toward the blue on the 
eastern and toward the red on the west.

The Loudest Noise Krer Heard, 

No thunder from the skies was ever 
accompanied with a roar of such vehe- 
mence as that which issued from the 
throat of the great volcano in Krakatoa, 
an islet lying in the Straits of Sunda, be- 
tween Sumatra aod Java, at 10 o'clock 
on Monday morning, Aug. 27, 1883. As 
that dreadful Sunday night wore on the 
noise increased fo intensity and fre- 
quency. The explosions succeeded each 
other so rapidly that a continuous roar 
seemed to issue from the island. The 
critical moment was now approaching, 
and the outbreak was preparing for a 

estic culmination, 

‘ue people of Batavia did not sleep 
that night. Their windows quivered 
with the thunders from Krakatoa, which 
resounded like thy discharge of artillory 
in their streets, Finally at 10 o'clock on 
Monday morning a stupendous convul- 
sion tgok place which far transceuded 
any of the shocks wich had preceded 
it. This supreme effore it was which 
raised the mightiest noise ever heard on 
the globe. Batavia is ninety-five miles 
distant from Krakatoa. At Carimon, 
Java, 355 miles away, reports were 
heard on that Sunday moraing which 
Jed to the belief that there must be some 
vessel iu the distance which was dis- 
charging its cuus as siguuls of disiress. 
‘The authorities sent out boats to make a 
search; they presently returned, as no- 
thing could be found in want of succor, 

The reports were sounds which came 
all the way from Krakatoa, At Mecas- 
sar, in Celebes, loud explosions attracted 
the notice of eveeybody. Two steamers 
were hastily sent out to find out what 
was the matter, Thy sounds had travel- 
ed from the Straits of Sunda, a distance 
of 069 miles. But mere hundreds of 
tiles wall not suffice to illustrate the ex- 
traordinary distance to which the great- 
est noise thatever was heard was able 
to penetrate, The figures have to be ex- 
pressed in thousands. This seems al- 
most incredible, but it is certainly true. 
In the Victoria plains, in West Australia, 
the slepherds were startled by noises 
like heavy cannonading, It was some 
time afterward before they learned that 
tranquillity had been disturbed by the 
a@rand events at Krakatoa, 1700 miles

A NEW ILLUMINATING GAS. 


tk and Charcoal Worms 
ofa Clear Plame. 


A new and remarkable luminating 
gas is reported in cherstcal circles to 
have been acidentally discovered by T. 
Rand Wilson, an American chemist, Its 
cost and qualities are such as to make 
it an object of some Interest. A mix- 
ture of chalk and charcoal is the basta. 

The account given of its discovery ts 
}that Mr. Wilson, while experimenting In 
} reduction of lime to its metallic ele- 
ment, calcium, fused a powdered mix- 
jture of charcoal Into a heavy, metallic. 
Uke mass. After the mass cooled no 
calcium metal was found in tt. By 
chance a lump was thrown into = buc- 
ket of water, instantly evolving gas In a 
large volume, When light was applied 
& beautiful clear flame followed. Fur- 
ther tests proved it to be a pure ece- 
,tylene. Commenting upon the discov- 
ery @ publication devoted to chemical 
subjects says : 
) “Prof. Vivian Lewes has demonstrat- 
ed the great value of acetylene as a 
cool light. Its flame, although of a 
brilliant white, giving 240-candle power 
rer five cuble feet, is much cooler than 
a gas flame giving only sixteen candle 
power, The highest temperature In any 
port of an acetylene fame is a *-ifie 
under 1,000 degrees centigrade, while 
in an ordinary burner, with common 
gas, the temperature is 1,560 degrees 
centigrade. A remarkable quality of 
acetylene is that it can be Hquefled by * 
pressure and put in cane that can be 
tapped when the gas is needed. A simple 
apparatus has also been designed by 
which {t can be generated in small 
quantities in a house when required, ¢

Others represented the features of the 
Dativest elves, On the heads of 
fome were conical caps embossed with 
the design of a sunburst. This together 
with the desizn found on some of the 
pottery showed that there were sun 
worshippers among the tribes, In the 
ruins of what had evidentiy b house 
of unusual size were found six of these 
idols, in other houses were four, and in 
the greater majority one or two. I am 
led to believe} that the king or 
ruler was allowed to have six 
idol4; the nobles four, and the 
common people only one or two. 
There secined to be @ great variety 
these household idols. 

“Near the ruins of a temple in Chimu 
was an immense stone idol weighing at 
least eight tons. I was very desirous of 
removing it, but our Indians absolutely 
refused to touch the thing, anying that 
it was the supreme god. Besides the 
general idols in the temple, cach family 
had its own Huanco Chacrayoc, or mus- 
ters of the land, as they were called, 
which were banded down from genera- 
tion to generation.”

The Worlds Great Railroad ¥ ele 


The first really great railroad tunnel 
was the Hoosac. Projected in 1854, it 
was not finished till 1876, after twenty- 
two years ot labor, delays, failures, and 
final snecess. 

This, the first of the great quartet of 
mountain tunnels, is four and three- 
fourths miles long and cost $10,000,000, 
or $879 a running foot. The two moun- 
tains under which the Hoosac passes are 
2,504 feet and 2,212 feet above the sea 
level and there is a valley between 
them. 

There are to-day over 1,000 tunnels 
on the lines of the world’s railroads, Up 
to within twenty-five years all these 
tunnels were cut with hand drills, and 
thus the majority of railroad tunnels 
were very short, ranging from a few 
yards toa fow hundred feet. As rail- 
roads were extended in Europe and 
this country tunnels of still greater 
length were projected, and up to 1847 
two tunnels in England and one in 
France, each three miles long, had been 
completed and were justly regarded as 
really great tunnels, 

Of the quartet of great tunnels, Hoo- 
sac, Mount Cenis (mon sane), St. Got-

only was built absolutely without 
thought of its political significance or 
military value. Mount Gpnis isa gate- 
way in the boundary line between 
France and Italy, St. Gothard is a link 
between Germany and Italy, and Ari- 
berg is still a different gate in the 
great moyntatn barriers between these 
nations. The value of these great tun- 
nels between nations isina large de- 
gree dependent on this very fact. They 
unite one great power with othor great 
powers. No single railroad company 
could build them; perhaps no single 
nation could or would undertake their 
construction. Combinations of nations 
alone could carry out such enormously 


costly undertakings Grouped to- 
ether for comparison, we find that 
fount Cenis, se n and five-eighths 
miles long, cost $14,000,000. St. Got- 


bard, nine and a quarter miles long,cost 
$11,175,000 and Ariberg, six and three- 
cighths miles long, cost $7,800,000. Ie

Coming out to meet him on this tessol 
Intod oavemont is an unserupulous, 
compromising, tineserving, cowardly 
man, with a few traces of avmpathy and 
fair dealing left in his compasition— 
Governor Pontius Pilate. Dideversuch 
opposites meet? Luxury and pain, 
selfishness and generosity, arrogance 
and humility, sin and holiness, midnight 
aud midnoon. 

The bloated lipped governor takes 

the cushioned seat, but the prisoner 
stands, his wrists manacled, In a semi- 
circle around the prisoner are the san- 
hedrists, with flashing eyes and bran- 
dished fists, prosecuting this case in the 
name of religion, for the bitterest per- 
secutions have been religious porseeu- 
tions, and when satan takes hold of a 
good man he makes up by Intensity for 
provéey of occupation. Tt vou have 
never seen an ecclesiastical cow t trying 
aman, then you have no idea of the 
foaming infernalism of these old religi- 
ous sanhedrists.

And 
what with the protest of his wife, and 
the voice of his own conscience, and the 
entire failure of the sanhedrists to make 
out their case, Governor Pilate re 
solves to discharge the prisoner from 
custody. 
But the intimation of such a thing 
brings upon the governor an equinoe- 
tial storm of ludignation, They will re 
port him to the emperor at Rome. They 
will have him recalled. ‘They will send 
him up home, and he will be hung for 
treason, for the emperor at Rome has 
already a suspicion in regard to Pilate, 
and that suspicion does ot cease wu 
Pilate is banished and commits suictd 
So Governor Pontius Pilate compromises 
tho matter and proposes that Christ bo 
whipped instead of assassinated. So 
the prisoner is fastened to a low pillar, 
and on his bent and bared back come 
the thongs of leather, with pieces of 
lead and bone intertwisted, so that 
every stroke shall be the more awful. 
Christ lifts himself from the scourging, 
with flushed cheek and torn and quiver- 
ing and mangled flesh, i enting a 
spestaats of suffering in which Rubens, 
the painter, found the theme for his 
greatest masterplece. 

But the sanhedrists are not yet satia 
fised. They have bad some of his 
nerves lacerated; they want them all 
lacerated. They bave had some of his 
blood ; they wantall of itdown to the 
last co! le. Governor Pontius 
Pilate, after all this mercifal hesitation, 
surrenders to the demoniacal cry of 
“Crucify him!” But the governor sends 
for something. He sends outa slave 
out to get something. Although the 
constables are in haste to take the pris- 
oner to execution and the mob outside 
are impatient to glare upon their victim 
a pause is necessitated. Yonder it 
comes, a wash basin. Some pure, 
bright water is poured into {tand then 
Governor Pilate puts his white, delicate 
hands into the water and rabs them to- 
pater and then lifts them, dripping, 
for the towel fastened at the slave’ 
girdle, while le ;raetically saya: “T 
wash my hand of thix whole homicidal 
transaction. | wash my hands of this 
entire responsibility, You will have 
to bearit."’ That isthe meaning of 
my text when it says: “He took 
water and washed his hands before the 
multitude, saying; I am innocent of 
the blood of this just person. See ye to 


te . 

Behold in this that ceremony amounts 
to nothing, if there are not in it corre- 
spondencies of heart and life, It is a 
good thing to wash the bands, God 
created three-quarters of the world 
water, and in that commanded cleanli- 
ness, and when the ancients did not 
take the hint he plunged the whole 
world ander water and kept it there for 
sometime. Hand washing was a reli- 
rious ceremony amoug the Jews. The 
Jewish Mishna gave particular direction 
how that the bands must be thrust three 
times up to the wrists in water, aud the 
palm of the hand must be rubbed with 
the closed fist of the other, All that 
well cnough for a symbol, but here in 
the text isa man who proposes to wash 
away the guiltof asin which he dovs 
not quit and of which he does not mako 
any repentance. Pilate’s wash basin 


was a dad failure. 

Ceremonies, however beautiful and 
appropria may be no more than this 
hypocritical ablution. In infancy we 


may be sprinkled from the baptismal 
font, and in manhood we may wade into 
deep immersions and yet never come ¢ 
moral purification We may kneel 
without prayer, aud bow without rever- 
ence, and sing without any ior) es 
All your creeds and liturgies and sacra- 
ments and genuflections and religious 
convocations amount to nothing unless 
your heart life go into them When 
that bronzed slave took from the pres- 
ence of Pilate that wash basin, he car- 
ried away note of Pilate’s cruelty, or 
Pilate’s Wickedness, or Pilate's guilt. 
Nothing against creeds; we all have 
them, either written or implied. No- 
thing against ceremonies ; they are of 
infinite importance. Nothing against 
sacraments; they are divinely com- 
manded Nothing against a rosary, if 


there be as many heartfelt prayers as 
beads counted. Nothing against in 
conse floating up from censor amid 
Gothic arches, if the prayers be as gen- 
uine as the aroma is sweet Nothing 
against Epiphany or Lent or Ash Wet 


nesday or Easter or Good Friday or 
Whitsuntide or Palm Sunday, if these 
symbols have behind them genuine re 
pentance holy reminiscence and 
Christian consecration, But emony is

HE LSE OF MICROBES. 


Whshout the Germs Digestion ts bat Tor 
perfectly Carried on. 


The ubiquitous microbe 1s known to 
present two sldes or phases to its char- 
acter, One is that of a disease-produc- 
ing organism: the other that of the 
beneficent remover of decaying matter, 
writes Dr. Andrew Wilson, and of actu- 
ally assisting the animal body to per- 
form certain of its ordinary vital func- 
tions—digestion, to. wit, To what ex- 
tent the animal may be dependent on 
microbes for Its actual welfare, 1s an 
open question; but, if certain re- 
searches undertaken by Dr. J. Kijanizin 
of the University of Kieff, are to be 
credited, there may indeed exist a closer 
alliance between germs and their hosts 
than has bitherto been deemed possible. 
Thia investigator experimented upon 
animals, feeding them on food which 
had practically been sterilized, and giv- 
Ing them alr which had been rendvred 
wholly germless, One result of this 
regimen was to Umit the @ssimilation 
of nitrogenous matter ; the idea being 
that the presence of microbes in the 

*| digestive tract is necessary to effect 
this desirable end of nutrition. The m!- 
crobes left In the intestine, or original- 
ly present there, no doubt accomplished 
much of the work ; but the conclusion 
is that the microbes received with the 
food constitute an essential feature of 
healthy assimilation. Death was not 
the unconimon fate of the animals sup- 
plied with the sterilized food and air. 
‘ais result may, perchance, arise from 
processes of self-polsoning such as mi- 
crobes, naturally present In air and 
food, obviate and prevent, 

What strikes me as specially interest- 
ing, however, is the new analogy which 
Dr. Kijanizin's experiments reveal be- 
tween the animal and the plant worlds. 
Certain plants can only assimilate ni-~ 
trogen through the action and ald of 
the microbes which live in nodules on 
thelr roots. In tae absence of these 
friendly germs no assimilation of nitro~ 
gen fs possible, Therefore the 
case of the plant would seem to be 
proved that the nutrition of the latter 
cannot proceed natuarally without the 
aid of the helpful microbes.

MEDICAL EXPERTS UNDER FIRE 


‘The Skall of the Dend Man Produced tu 
Court—Further Evidence Concerning 


the Welght and Mook— Wells 
Was Dealt Two Separ- 


ate Blows 
Toronto, Ont, May 18. — The 
forgoing of the last link in the 


chain of circumstantial evidence with 
which the Crown haa, for ten days past, 
been endeavoring to connect the Hyams 
twins with the murder of Willie Wella, 
wan begun yesterday. Those who have 
attended the trial since its opening are 
nnanimous that, if the character of the 
medical evidence given yexterday alter- 
noon ia a fair criterion of what the re- 
maining nine Crown witnesses on this 
polnt will aay, the last link will be 
stronger than any of those previously 
welded.

times the dearest. A good many dig un 
old plants from otd plantations which 
were nearly worthires, and sold them 
for what they could get. After ex- 
perimenting for a great many years and 
buying bis blackberries for family use, 
he finally succeeded in learning enough 
about the business to grow craps suc- 
cessfully, He had not yet got to where 
be produced at the rate of $00 worth 
from a measured one half acre, as did a 
nelghbor. Part were sold at 15 cents 
per quart, but the greater portion at 10 
cents. A single picking sold for S100. 
The first requisite in Wlackberry cul- 
ture is to have nice, mellow soll in + 
fine state of cultivation. Haw manure 
was not good. He had the best results 
where the ground was twice thoroughly 
manured with well-rotted manure, and 
Blackberries 
should be planted In rows 7 feet apart, 
on ground so rich that a solld row 4 
feet wide could be produced, This made 
a close, hedge-like row shade the 
fruit, and gave the actual conditions 
under which this fruit thrived best. He 
mulched with moist hay or straw on 
elther side the bushes, and gave thor 
ough cultivation along the middle of the 
spaces,

The Infinitesimally Small. 

Some Interesting and important ad- 
vances have lately been made Jn prepar- 
Ing minute forms of life for the purpose 
of study. Tiny Insects hardly visible to 
the naked eye used to be cummed at 
random on a card, and thus the student 
might have to examine several spect- 
mens before he could find one fn the 
right position. Now these Insects are 
properly set out as large Insects are, 
and a single specimen suffices. Still more 
extraordinary results have been ob- 
talned with diatoms, those mere specks 
of marine vegetation which clothe the 
selves with a flinty envelope. All Bri- 
tish spec could be spread out on 
two aquare inches of paper. It has been 
calculated that over forty million ske 
tons are packed Into a cuble Inch of! 
stone, Yet diatoms are now arranged; 
and displayed on glass so that thelr 
beauties may be accurately observed, It 
should, however, be added that there 
are not more than two or three men tn 
gland whose sense of touch is suffi- 
clently refined for the task. Any metal 
Instrument would be far too rude, and 
the delicate operation of laying out a 
diatom is performed with a fine halr.— 
Manchester Guardian.

STORY OF JABEZ BALFOUR 


{UL you forgive all and come back! 4 SaNCTIMONIOUS SWINDLER AND 
HYPOCRITE.

Jabez Balfour was recently caught in 
Argentina and extradited, and ts now 
in an English prison, If one-half of 
the accusations against him be true, he 
must rank as one of the very foremost 
swindlers of the age. Scarcely since 
the bursting of the South Sea Bubble 
has there been @ financial scheme ¢o 
widely rulnous to confiding investors as 
his operations. The losers through the 
collapse of his comanies were Iterally 
to be numbered by hundreds of thous- 
ands. These were largely the very peo- 
ple who could least afford to lose—wid 
ows and orphans and aged people of 
small means. They had been induced 
to invest because ‘Mr. Balfour was such 
a good man !” His father and mother 
had been temperance lecturers. He 
was a temperance lecturer. He was a 
leader in church affairs, particularly 
eloquent In public prayer and exhor- 
tation. He looked with the strongest 
disapproval upon theatres, music halls, 
cards, dancing, and all such worldly 
things. He was, moreover, a member 
of the house of commons, where he was 
one of the most enthusiastic followers 
of Mr. Gladstone, and one of the 
staunchest champions of tome rule 
and one of the sternest reprovers of 
the house of lords for its plutocracy and 
{ts contempt for the common people. He 
was, In brief, the one simon-pure, all- 
wool, warranted-to-wash Friend of Hu- 


manity, Surely such a man was to be 
trusted, 

This truly good man began his finan- 
clering many years ago, choosing 


“building and loan associations” as the 
most promising fleld for his pecullar tal- 
ents, trange as it may appear, he 
laid the foundations of his colossal 
scheme upon the ruins of various almilar 
schemes that had ended in disaster— 
to their confiding stockholders. “The 
Liberator,” his chief concern, was built 
upon the ruins of the Alllance National 
Land, Bullding and Investment society 
—with which two of his later colleagues, 
the Rev. Dawson Burns and Mr. Dib- 
ley, were associated, the former having 
acted as auditor—and the Estates bank 
and a number of other allied concerns 
known as the Alliance Group. These 
undertakings were popularly associated 
with the United Kingdom Alllance, 
though after the crash the latter body 
very nphatically declared that the 
companies had no connection with its 
organization. The bank closed its doors 
in 1866, and widespread distress was the 
result, attracting to little attention,amid 
the more colossal failures of that disas- 
trous year, Yet the whole Alliance 
Group had been formed to afford safe 
funds of thrifty 
temperance adherents, and Jabez Bal- 
four, so far from being discouraged by 
its fate, found in it the Idea of all his 
future operations. The Alliance Group 
had ingeniously suggested temperance 
Alllance of Manchester. There

Though dis- 
aster followed these concerns from first 
to last, dividends were always found 
in the new subscriptions and deposits, 
and directors’ remuneration never fall- 
ed. Under the latter head Jabez Bal- 
four and his colleagues divided among 
them from the seven leading companies 
a total of $892,770. The total amount of 
ruln brought upon investors through 
the final crash may be reckoned thus :

TO MEASURE FOR PAPER. 


Bales Which if Followed Makes This « 
Very Easy Task 


As different paperhangers pursue dif- 
ferent methods in hanging paper, so 
there are various rules and forms for 
measuring rooms. We therefore append 
several methods, any of which will 
bring the destred result. 

As most paper when trimmed is 
eighteen inches wide and twenty-four 
feet to a single piece, a piece will con- 
tain thirty-six square feet. 

Measure the length and helght of each 
wall in feet and multiply. Add together 
the number of square fect of each wall, 
getting total number of square feet. 
Divide this total br thirty-six, which 
will give you the number of pieces re- 
quired for side wall Allow one-half 
plece of paper fur each door and win- 
dow. 

To allow for waste in rratching it Is 
safer to divide by thirty-three instead 
of thirty-six. 

To find number of single pleces re- 
quired for ceiling, multiply length br 
divide by thirty- 


three. 

A Mental Rule.—Suppose a room to 
be five yards long by four yards wide, 
which nets elghteen yards around the 
room. This is equal to thirty-six half 
yarde or breadths of paper. For each 
door or window allow two breadths. 
Our example room having two doors | 
and one window, we allow six breadths, 


which brings us down to thirty 
breadths The room being nine feet | 
high, we divide by five, which gives 


us a result of six doub! 
pleces, 

For a room seven feet high divide | 
by aix. A room elght or nine feet hich, 
divide by five, A room ten or eleven feet 
high, divide by four.

How to Serve Straw berries, 5, 
Strawberries are astonishingly sweet 
this year, and they give promise of be- 
ing cheaper thau usual when they shall 
arrive in plenty. 

Popular as the strawberry is, says 
The New York World, very few house- 
holds know the d lights of it when 
served in unaccus'omved forms.  Short- 
cake, for example, is a byword, but 
shortcake is sellom made properly. 
Rightly constructed, this delicacy is of 
two separate soris—the genuine sponge- 
cake variety and the real shortcake, a 
biscuit paste made with baking powder, 
and not raised, These biseuit layers 
are then split and the berries placed be- 
tween and on top, the whole being 
afterwards covered with a rich cream, 
For the other sort of shortcake the 
spongecake is baked in rownd tins, and

In making the second of 
these, stew the berries aud mix with 
corn starch, adding whipped cream 
when this mixture is put into the pastry. 
For syllabub put the berries into the 
oven and strain out the juice to add to 
whipped cream. 


VISITING CARDS OF ROYALTY. 


Paris has bad the monopoly of are 
plving the monarchs of the world 
with visiting cards ever since they _be- 
came a social necessity under the Sec- 
ond Empire. 

The use of the Christian name only is 
a prerogative which kings and queens 
and emperors share with servants, The 
other day a royalist in Paris showed a 
correspondent a visiting card inscribed 
“Philippe,” under a crown, Ten thou- 
sand of that sort was ovlered by the 
Duke of Orleans betore his tather’s body 
was cold, The candidate for the throne 
intended to appeal to his supporters, or 
those whom he would like to win over 
to the cause of toe liv bene, by post 
ing them his visiding card, 

The Emperors of Gerniavy and Aus- 
tria on their visiting cards follow a Ger- 
man custom and print port of their 
title. According to Fashiou’s dictum, 
their visiting cards should -ither rea 
“Willhelm” and rauz Joseph” re- 
spectively. or “Deutscher Kaiser” and 
“Kaiser von Oesterreich.” 

The Prince of Wales, always most 
correct in matters of etiquette, has two 
sorts of cards, or ading ‘Albert Ed- 
ward," the other Prince de Galles,” 
the French term being more often used 
in royal circles than the other. French 
being the universal language of royal- 
ty, all monarchs have their visiting 
cards for general use inscribed in the 
Gallic tongue. Some priuces use cards 
which give their name and title in the 
native language, but in most cases that 
is done for a purpose. 

“The” in front of a royal or princely 
title denotes that the person is a sover- 
eign, or, at least, the head of his family. 
In England it is employed in addressing 
a peer—for instance, “The Right Hon- 
orable Only one Englishman of non- 
roval rank makes bold use of the prefix 
“The'' on his visiting card, and this 
reads, ‘The Duke of Argyll." His 
son's and his daughter-in-law's cards, 
on the other hand, read, ‘Marquis of 
Lorne" and *'The Princess Louise." 

Napoleon's visit'ng card was two and 
a third inches lon. . and half as broad. 
The ex-printer to (ne Tulleries still has 
a sample, which liv intends to present to 
the National Museum, It retains up to 
this day its white and glossy coat, which 
was due to a special tincture of arsenic. 
‘These arsenic impregnated cards, it was 
thought at the time, caused a good deal 
of illness,

The 
lines are shifted toward the blue on the 
eastern and toward the red on the west- 
ern edge of the sun, and by measuring 
the amount of shifting the rate of rota- 
tion is found, It is easy to see that the 
sare method may be applied to find out 
how vast Venus revolves ou ils axis.

the strange medicament, and suddenly 
all the colors of earth and sky rush tn 
upon the newly created optic nerve, and 
the instantaneous noon drove out the 
long night. 

When he sees the grief of Mary and 
Martha, he sits down and cries with 
them, Some say it Is the shortest verse 
In the Bible, but to me it seems because 
of its far-reaching sympathies about the 
largest—"Jesus wept!" So very hu- 
man. He could not stand the sight of 
, dropsy or epilepsy or paralysis or hun- 

ger or dementia, but he stretches out 
his sympathising hand toward It. So 
very, very human. Omnipotent and 
majestic and glorious, this angel of the 
new covenant, with wings capable of 
encircling a universe, and yet hands of 
rentleness, hands of helpfulness, “The 
hands of a man under the wings.” There 
is a kind of religion In our day that my 
text rebukes, There are men and women 
spending their time fn delectation over 
their saved state, going about from 
prayer meeting to prayer meeting and 
from church to church telling how hap- 
py they are. But show them a subserip- 
tion paper, or ask them to go and visit 
the sick, or tell them to reclatm a wan- 
derer, or speak out for some unpopular 
Christian enterprise, and they have 
bronchitis, or stitch In the side, or sud- | 
den attack of grip. Their religion ts all 
wing and no hand, They can fly heaven- 
ward, but they cannot reach out earth- 
ward, 

While Thomas Chalmers occupied the 
chair of moral philosophy in St. An- 
drew's University he had at the same 
time a Sabbath school class of poor boys, 
down In the slums of Edinburgh. While 
Lord Fitzgerald was travelling in Can-! 
ada he saw a poor Indian aquaw carry-/ 
Ing a crushing load, and he took the bur-' 
den on his own shoulders, That was 
Christiike, That was “a hand under 
the wing.” The highest type of religion 
says little about itself, but Is busy for 
God and tn helping to the heavenly 
shore the crew and passengers of this 
shipwrecked planet. Such people are 
busy now up the dark lanes of this city 
and all through the mountain glens, and 
down In the quarries where the sunlight 
has never visited, and amid the rigging 
helping to take In another reef before 
the Caribbean whirlwind, 

A friend was telling me of an exquisite 
thing about Seattle, then of Washing- 
ton Territory, now of Washington State.

Send the money to Johnstown, and by 


acclamation the money was so sent. 
Nothing more beautiful or sublime than 


that, Under the wing of fire that smote 
Seattle the sympathetic hand, the help- 
ing hand, the mighty hand of Christian 
rellef for people thousands of miles 
away. Why, there are a hundred thou 
sand men and women whose one busi- 
ness is to help others. Helping hands 
inspiring hands, saving hands Sure 
enough, those people had wings of faith 
and wings of prayer, and wings of con-

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periments made at the Ilinols station 
for a number of years show that an tn- 
creased yield of almost six bushels per 


acre has resulted from shallow cultiva- 
tion. The crossing of varieties has in- 
creased the yield. This may be accom- 
plished by planting different kinds in 
alternate rows, Although corn has been 
grown at the station on one plot con- 
Mnuously for 19 years with fair results, a 
rotation Is absolutely necessary for pro- 
fitable corn raising. The following five- 
year rotation is desirable. Beginning 
with a meadow or Clover #04, plant to 
corn two years, then seed to oats or 
wheat for one year following with grass 
or clover for two years, and then put 
again in corn, 


— 
The Management of DuckIings. 


Ducks are the most easily reared of at 
domestic fowls, when properly treated. 
Breeding ducks must be kept warm and 
comfortable through the cold months. 
Coop by themselves, with no other poul- 
try. In January and February they 
begin to lay. They lay very early in the 
morning, and their eggs must be gather- 
ed before they become chilled. Keep 
them, large end down, on wheat bran 
for warmth. A thin blanket over them 
at night will help retain warmth, but it" 
should be removed in the morning. Put 
the eggs under common hens; they 
make better mothers. Keep the ducks 
laying and the hens setting, for they 
grow fast and are most profitable on 
our early market. Incubation requires 
28 days. When hatched look after them, 
for the young ducks are very shy and 


es | the hen does not know how to man- 


age them at first. Each hen should be 
placed In a house and yard by herself, 
Feed at first boiled eggs and corn-meal 
bread, and always keep water by them 
in shallow dishes. As they mature 
feed coarser food, boiled potatoes and 
more water, and some green stuff, such 
as kale, or turnips, also fresh meat, 
and but little grain. Do not let them 
get wet In a heavy rain. Wallowing 
In swamp mud is better than letting 
them go to ponds or streams, 


Keep Ahead of the Weeds. 

There is only one economical way to 
fight weeds,—that is to keep ahead of 
them, When they are just breaking 
through the ground they can be slaugh- 
tered with less labor than at any other 
time. That is the time to'take them In 
hand. A little later and the work will 
be doubled, Too many overlook this 
fact. In many towns five per cent off 
is allowed on all taxes pald before a 
certain date, and men hustle to pay 
their tax and save that five per cent. 
A much larger per cent off is secured 
by the man who takes the weeds In 
season. One can go over a garden with 
an tron rake when the weeds are just 
breaking ground, and in an hour's time 
accomplish wonders. A week later he 
will have to take his hoe and laborious- 
ly cut, cut, cut, And even then he 
doesn't destroy half as many of the 
roots of weeds as he would have done 
a week before with the rake. Neglect~ 
ing the weeds is something one simply 
cannot afford. 


Reducing the Soldier's Load, 


Aluminum is to be adopted as a sub- 
stitute for iron and steel In the French 
army. In view of the absence of roads 
and the steepness of the tracks In Mad- 
agascar the kettles and other Inpedi- 
menta of the troops taking part in the 
expedition, the trees of the saddles of 
the cavalry and the stirrups are to be 
made of aluminum. The trees will have 
bands of steel let In when the metal 
is in @ state of fusion. The weight of 
the French heavy cavalry saddle tree 
is now about five pounds, but with the 
substitution of aluminum it will be 
reduced to considerably less than two 
and a half pounds. 


Wholesome Breadmakinug. 


The temperature at which bread Is 
both raised and baked Is of the greatest 
importance In producing the perfect 
loaf.

BEER FROM BANANAS.

uous Beverages of their own, and they 
alno become tntoxicated by them. ‘The 
Africans make wine and beer, but 


neither grape julee ie axed for the for- 
the latter, 
yeu of different kinds, bananas 
and millet furnish the raw materials, 

Palm wine in made from the sap oox- 
ing from the cut-off blossom stems of 
the olly palm tree and of the cocoa tree, 
It ts & pleasant, refreshing beverage, 
and suMciently known, From the fruit 
of the banana tree a beverage is made 
In Africa which they drink there as 
wine or beer. 

Banana beer ts chiehy used by the 
natives of Uganda, & country bordering 
on Lake Victoria, The people there are 
fond of nach beer, and when Emin Pas 
ha went to Rubaga King Mtesa 
be wrote in his diary: “This is a real 


, beer trip; from village to village, or, 


rather, from beer-pot to beer-pot, we 
Bre marching on.” 

In that country the manufacture of 
the banana beverage is very extensive 
Dr. Felkin, an English physician, who 
formerly lived there, describes the dif- 
ferent kinds of the banana beverag 
He makes «distinction between banana 
beer and banana wine. 

According to his description “mubial,* 
a cooling banana wine, is manufactw 
ed in the following manner : A big hole 
is dug in the ground, lined with ba- 
panas, and kept covered: by mats and 
earth until the fruit has become com- 
pletely ripe. Then the banana» are 
allt, mixed with fine hay, and placed 
{nto @ large, boatlike, wooden trough, 
which at one end has an emptying pipe, 

After the addition of some water the 
whole is thoroughly mixed by the hand 


or by short wooden aticks, Thereupon 
the ugh te covered with ba 
nana leaves and the mixture 
Is left standing for about one 
or two hours. After the ox- 


piration of that time It Is taken out, 
and through glass sleves poured into 
large calabashes. It ts then ready for 
use, ind represents a sweet, agreeable 
and not intoxicating beverage. Tut
